SELECTMEN, TOWN OF WALPOLE 


The highlight of 1984 for the Recreation Area Development Committee was 
the Grand Opening of the F. W. Whitcomb-Walpole Recreation Park on July 
1st. The Committee deeply appreciates the financial and moral support of all 
those who have made it possible to establish and operate the Park for all those 
in the Walpole area who wish to use it. 


The total funds expended on the Project since 1981 equals $288,304.37 
which included $96,800 from the Federal Land and Conservation Fund and the 
rest from donations from individuals and organizations including nearly 
$11,000 from the original Walpole swimming pool fund. 


In addition to the cash donations for the project, the land for the Park site was 
a donation from Hubbard Farms valued at $36,000, and F. W. Whitcomb 
Construction Co. donated work-in-kind for the project valued at $93,734.00, 
making the total Park cost to date, $418,038.37. 


The Committee had hoped to complete the Park project in 1984 thus 
completing the Committee’s original assignment. We were, however, unable to 
complete a few important items; namely the lighting of the basketball court and 
other outdoor lighting, tennis shelter, work on the playground area and a few 
miscellaneous items. The total projected cost to complete the project is $9,000 
which means we will need to raise an additional $8,000.00. We have received a 
pledge for matching funds up to a maximum of $5,000 which we hope will make 
it possible to complete the Park. Our goal is to complete the project in 1985 and 
issue a final report.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Our Conservation Commission during the year lost the services of two of its 
longtime members: Thomas Woodward, who had served for three three-year 
terms; and Franics Plumb, who changed his residence to Alstead. Francis 
Plumb had served as our secretary for the past nine years, during which he 
maintained an excellent record of our actions and accomplishments. Frank 
McGill was elected secretary and the selectmen appointed Alfred Bertin and 
James Johnson each for a term of three years. Both have become effectively 
active in our work. 


We have for some time debated the need for thinning of the heavy stand of 
pine in the Water Company lot. This lot fronts 3,250’ on the Upper Reservoir 
Road and continues 1,050’ along the crossroad to Ramsey Hill and fronts on 
Ramsey Hill Road for 1,250’. It contains a total of 134 acres. We estimate that 
about 90 acres of this area is covered with a stand of white pine which was set 
out with seedlings during 1916 to 1918. | can remember seeing this open land 
being filled with rows of seedlings by a group of, | think, high school agricultu- 
ral students including Galen Tiffany, Albert Fletcher, Bill Kingsbury, and 
Stuart Graves. 


Marshall Patmos, our County Forester, after a walk through much of the 
area, advised thinning at this time and we employed John Calhoun and his 
associate forester, Tim Baybutt, to mark the particular trees to be cut and invite 
interested lumber companies to present sealed bids. Durgin & Crowle Lumber 
Company of New London, New Hampshire submitted the highest bid. Being 
favorably recommended, a contract was signed with them for harvesting under 
the suprevision of our forester. The price included $65.00 per 1,000 board feet 
for white pine, $1.00 per ton for pulp, and $93.93 per 1,000 board feet for grade 
hardwood. 


When the harvest was completed, the town received payment for 184,447 
board feet of white pine, 339.55 ton of pulp, and 9,340 board feet of grade 
hardwood, amounting to a total return after forestry fees of $11,409.82. Your 
commissioners have together inspected the completed work and are in agree- 
ment that the thinning of the very thickly growing pine trees will be of consid- 
erable benefit to the remaining trees and also will make a substantial improve- 
ment in the area for a wildlife habitat. Both large game animals and small game 
birds will find feeding ground and good cover. 


Commissioner James Johnson has done some work with County Forester 
Wood in surveying the woodland area fronting on the County Road in the 
Hooper woodland. It is planned to carry out some additional weeding and 
thinning in this area and to harvest some of the mature trees. 


Soil Erosion Protection 

Heavy water runoff from excessive rainfall created a serious soil erosion 
problem along the banks of the Mill Pond abutting the R. N. Johnson cornfield 
located on the northwest side of the pond. Mr. Christensen, of the U.S.D.A. 
Conservation Service, was called to help us protect this land. He arranged a 
detailed survey which included all of the elevations and the direction of water 
flow from collection areas in the field above the erosion, and then prepared a 
detailed plan for regrading to provide a dike and overflow to channel the water 
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without creating serious erosion. Commissioner Charles Philbrook worked 
with Mr. Christensen, and carried out the construction work and grading 
necessary, operating equipment loaned to us by R. N. Johnson. The soil 
conservation service made a payment covering 60% of the total cost. Charles 
Philbrook also supervised improvement and repairs to the Mill Pond trails. The 
total cost to the town of Walpole for this work was $509.60. 


Protection of Our Elm Trees 

The Conservation Commission is concerned about the large number of old 
elm trees which are dying, or have died, located along our streets and road- 
ways. These dead or dying elms tend to serve as a home for the beetles that 
create the damage and according to the Elm Research Institute, living elms 
would be much better protected from this beetle if dead or dying elms were cut 
and disposed of promptly as soon as they appear to be a victim of the elm 
beetle.

ARTICLE 3. To hear the reports of the Chief, the Commissioners, and any 
others having reports to make. 


ARTICLE 4. To hear the report of the Treasurer, and to see what amounts the 
District will raise and appropriate for maintaining the Fire Department for the 
ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the District will vote to authorize its Commissioners to 
raise money on notes of the District for current expenses in anticipation of 
taxes. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000.00 to be held in Capital Reserve for equipment replacement. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,000.00 to reimburse the Firemen for the purchase of an Apple Ilc computer 
for use in connection with the District numbering system and for such other 
District or Department uses as are considered beneficial. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500.00 for renovations to the station radio room to accommodate the installa- 
tion of the numbering system files and maps. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the District is in favor of the adoption of the following 
BY-LAWS governing the operation of the Fire Commission and its meetings. 


BY-LAWS OF THE WALPOLE FIRE COMMISSION 


| Meetings: 
A. One regular Commission meeting shall be held each month, on the second 
Monday of the month at 7:30 P.M. at the Fire Station. 


B. Special or emergency meetings may be held at the call of the Chairman with 
24 hours notice to the members, in addition to but not in place of the regular 
meetings. 


Ii Members: 

A. The Commission shall be composed of the three Commissioners who are 
the voting members and the Fire Chief, District Treasurer, and Commission 
Clerk who are the non-voting members. 


B. It shall be the responsibility of the three Commissioners to make those 
administrative decisions not specifically reserved as the responsibility of 
the voters at the Annual District Meeting. 


C. It shall be the responsibility of the Commissioners, each year, to appoint 
the Fire Chief, the Clerk, and one Commissioner as a Chairman. 


re 


D. The three non-voting members shall act in an advisory capacity freely 
contributing to all discussions and with their opinions duly considered by 
the Commissioners. 


Ill Election of Commissioners: 
A. One Commissioner shall be elected each year at the District Meeting to 
serve for a term of three years. 


B. Openings for Commissioners shall be advertised 60 days prior to the 
Annual Meeting in two local papers. 

C. Ifno oneis nominated to be elected at the Annual Meeting or in the event of 
a vacancy the two remaining Commissioners will appoint a third within 30 
days, to serve until the next Annual Meeting. 


D. Under no condition will there be more than one active Fireman serving as a 
Commissioner at one time. 


IV Quorum: 
A quorum for conducting business is a majority of the Commissioners. 


V Amendments: 

‘These BY-LAWS shall be presented as a Warrant Article for the approval of the 
voters at the Annual Meeting and therefore any amendments to these BY- 
LAWS must also be presented as a Warrant Article for similar approval. 


ARTICLE10. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
the meeting.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE FIRE DISTRICT COMMISSIONERS 


We call your attention to the Annual Meeting of the Walpole Fire District, 
Thursday March 21, 1985 at 8:00 P.M. at the Walpole Town Hall. Please bring 
this Town Report with you. We hope as many as possible will attend. 


During October we made the second of three payments to R.N. Johnson for 
the new site property. With one more payment left next year it would seem 
appropriate to start our planning for this new facility within the near future. 


In previous years we have refered to the house numbering system hoping 
that each year would see this become a working reality. We have made much 
progress and encountered some problems which required anew approach. We 
still propose the use of a rollo-dex file and the corresponding maps as the 
operating feature of the system. This has caused us to consider an expansion 
of the radio room to accommodate them. We propose further discussion on 
this under a Warrant Article. 


Since it has always been our goal to make this information available to the 
Mutual Aid Dispatch Center we have been struggling to find a practical and 
efficient method of updating the system. After considerable research and 
discussion it was felt by a majority of those involved that a computer would 
provide the best way to collect, correlate, and reproduce this information. A 
computer will allow the many changes without any disruption of the retained 
correct listings and then produce a revised printout with a minimum of clerical 
tiem. From this point we examined the use of purchased time on someone elses 
computer as opposed to the purchase of the District’s own unit. The arguments 
for the purchase of our own equipment as opposed to relying on the availability 
of non-owned equipment indicated to us that the District would be better off 
owning the unit. With this in mind the Firemen used their own funds to pur- 
chase an Apple lic with the hope of proving the value of this system and being 
reimbursed by the District through a Warrant Article. 


The Commissioners have worked out a Set of By-Laws for the Commission to 
function under in the hope that these rules can eliminate some problems 
experienced in the past. These will be considered by the District under a 
Warrant Article. 


The Department is continuing to expand their involvement in training oppor- 
tunities with additions to the vidieo training library and participation in local 
training sessions such as auto extrication classes. The Commissioners are 
pleased at the enthusiasm shown by the members in the training activities. 


We thank each and every one for their cooperation this past year.

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REPORT OF THE HOOPER INSTITUTE 


Educational programs were the most visible activities of the Hooper Institute 
during 1984. These reached the children and adults of Walpole through school 
and community programs. 


In the schools, the Hooper Institute worked with teachers and students ina 
diversity of subjects. During the winter, we tracked animals on snowshoes. We 
learned how “Woodlots and Wildlife” can complement one another. Groups 
trekked to the Hooper Shelter for a winter survival cookout and lesson on 
woodlot management. 


For the third year, fourth graders at the Walpole School participated in the 
Farm and Forest Project sponsored by the Hooper Institute. We learned about 
agricultural livelihoods by visiting a sheep farm, sugarhouse, sawmill, green- 
house, oxen and logging operation, produce farm, beekeeper, farm machine 
shop and a dairy. We learned how wool is processed by washing, spinning and 
dyeing it ourselves. As a grand finale, the youngsters narrated a slide show for 
parents which described their experiences. 


Spring blossomed with wildflower identification as well as transplanting 
seedlings outdoors to beautify the Primary School. Salmon and their restora- 
tion efforts received indepth study. 


During autumn in the schools, Hooper sponsored a hawkwatch to foster 
appreciation for these migratory raptors. We also looked closely at insects, 
pondlife and identifying tree leaves. We set up terrariums and aquariums in 
classrooms. The children sought “buried treasure” using freshly acquired map 
and compass skills. 


We learned the value of the lowly grain of wheat by threshing, winnowing, 
grinding and baking many cupfuls into edible muffins. As winter encroached 
we studied how animals adapt to the harsh conditions as well as setting up 
birdfeeders near classroom windows. We finished off the year with a lesson 
comparing evergreens and conifers. We even looked farther afield at ocean 
resources. 


The Hooper Institute sponsored an afterschool club weekly during the 
school year. We explored different locales in Walpole and even tested the water 
quality of the Connecticut River in the spring. Boy Scouts worked on merit 
badges, skill awards and service projects under the guidance of Hooper. 


The Hooper Institute again sponsored a six-week summer program. The 
popular Junior Naturalists Club met weekly. Older children and adults partici- 
pated in many trips. These included bike-hikes, climbs up Mts. Monadnock 
and Sunapee. We also took less rigorous trips to Historic Deerfield and the 
White River National Fish Hatchery. 


Thanks to everyone who helped the Hooper Institute have a fine year.
